DOINGS IN 
OTTAWA HOUSE

owrth in the House this forenoon in- 
troduced a bill found necessary be- 
cause of thr abolition of th esupreme 
court of the old Northwest Territories, 
and the creation of two new courts 
instead. The Dominion act did not 
touch the provincial act, but merely 
made the changes necessary for its 
coming into force. 

Mr. F’soter asked what would hap- 
pen to the judges of 
court. 

Mr. Aylesworth said that no mortal 
could very well say what were the 
positions of the judges when their 
court was abolished, but in this in- 
stance it was intended to appoint the 
six judges to the new courts. 

Mr. Lake read from a Regina news- 
ppaer that H. G. Boberley, who, he 
said, was concerned in the Prince Al- 
bert election case, had been appointed 
enumerator to take the census. He 
wanted to know i: this was correct. 

Mr. Fisher said that he could not 
tell. The names weree no doubt in 
the department and he could find out. 

Colonel Hughes called the attention 
of the minister of the interior to a 
cable from London that the Salvation 
army was sending 10,000 immigrants to 
South America, and desired to know 
if the minister of the interior would 
not try to get them for Canada. 

Mr. Oliver said he had an interview 
with an officer of the Salvation Army 
this morning, and he was told that 
these emigrants were not of so suit- 
able a class as the army desired to 
bring to Canada. 

The House then took up the usury 
bill. Mr. Fielding said the idea of the 
bill was to hit the professional money 
lender. The maximum rate of interest 
was 12 per cent. per annum and 6 per 
cent. after judgment. Th eéper ceni. 
was changed to Sper cent. The bill 
was reported. 

When the House resumed, Mr. Piche 
of St. Marys, speaking to a question 
of privileges, reviewed the circum- 
stances connected with the recent 
meeting against the Sunday bill in 
Montreal, at which Mr. Bourassa at- 
tacked the measure. Mr. Piche dealt 
with the mater, in French, making a 
severe attack on Mr. Bourassa, who 
misrepresented the whole issue. Mr 
Hivet, fo Hochelag ., followed, speak- 
ing in English. He agreed wtih all 
that Mr. Piche said. Mr. Bourassa 
had accused his colleagues who sup- 
portel the bill of being guilty of trea- 
son to their compatriots. The mem- 
ber for Labelle said that he would 
meet them in parliament and say so.
